Turks Burn and Kill. 


The Macedonian organization states 


that 150,000 women,'children and old 
men are hiding in the mountains and 
foreste of Macedonia. The Turks are 
burning the forests in the districts of 
Lercn and Kostur, and killing fugi- 
tives who attempt to escape to the 
plains. The Vlach village, of Qopesh, 
three hours distant from Monastlr, 
has been burned by the-Turks, who 
are reported to have thrown several of 
the ^habitants into the fire. The 
Bashi Bazouks have dcsroyed the vil* 
Ufa of Stoiiovo. near Malketernovo. 


Thirteen thousand Turkish soldiers 


are assembled on the frontier at Pa-

Ohio Tax Laws

ARMER PERKINS—On* thing 1 


do not like about our tax sys- 
tem is the personal and inquisi- 
tional feature of the tax list 


According to it, I must unbosom 
myself to * township assessor and 
toll him all my affairs. His list 
requires me to tell the value of mon- 
eys in my possession, or on deposit. 
on tax levy day. value of all credits, 
and then deduct my debts from the 
credits, and In this way disclose to the 
township assessors my exact financial 
condition. The blank is to be returned 
to the county auditor and made a per- 
petual record. This I am require! to 
do every year. While I do have noth- 
ing to conceal from such inquiries. I 
would like to know how this provision 
of law works out in practice. 


Lawyer Thorndike—It does not work 


out at all. By those who wish to avoid 
the requirements of law, it amounts 
to nothing. 


A taxbearer who does not wish to 


return any money on hand does not do 
so, and as to credits, they are offset 
by debts, fictitious or otherwise. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there no way to 


compel a citizen to return his money 
and credits as the tax law seems to 
require? 


Lawyer 
Thorndike — Practically, 


there is no remedy. The state has no 
efficient means to reach the facts in 
each case. The effort to do so would 
be so stupendous that the state could 
not afford to do It Hence the items 
13 and 14 on the tax list, moneys and 
credits, are a dead letter, except in the 
back townships. The taxbearer is re- 
quired to swear to his list, and he is 
careful to do so. Then he cannot be 
compelled to swear again to contra- 
dict himself. This principle of law 
that a man cannot be compelled to 
convict himself is older than the tax 
laws. The state cannot, in practice, 
secure any evidence to contradict the 
return of moneys and credits, and so 
is helpless. Taxation under these two 
items is purely voluntary and only a 
burden on the conscience of the tax- 
bearer. If he happens not to have a 
conscience, he evades any return of 
moneys and credits. 


. No man will disclose to the state his 
financial affairs, will display kis cred- 
its and deduct his debts. Many make 
a show of doing so, but no reliance is 
to be placed on it. 


Many men will disclose so much ot 


their affairs as they think in posses- 
sion of the public, but no more. The 
principle governing men in returning 
moneys and credits is only to give 
enough to prevent their being Inquired 
after by the boards of tax review. 


Hence all wise men, as far as pos- 


sible, conceal 
their possession or. 


ownership of moneys and credits from 
taxing officers. 
What those officers 


do not know, they cannot reach. 


The assessor and auditor are de- 


pendent on public favor. They do not 
wish to make enemies. The boards of 
review regard the business of Inquir- 
ing into their 
neighbor's affairs as 


mean and contemptible, and hence the 
taxbearer usually escapes. 


In other states the tax lists have 


the same inquisitional features. 


In North Carolina the taxbearer is 


required to appear before a list taker 
and state his money in hand. He is 
also required to state his credits, but 
may deduct his debts therefrom. 


In Georgia, the taxbearer Is required 


to answer fifty-nine questions, true an- 
swers to which would require him to 
show up all moneys and credits. 


The answers to these questions must 


be sworn, and the taxbearer must 
swear that he has not acted the scoun- 
drel in answering the questions. One 
question is, "How much money have 
you in hand?" Another is, "What is 
the gross value of your notes, accounts, 
or other obligations for money?" An- 
other is, "Are you a railroad 
presi- 


dent?" 


In Indiana the tax bearer is required 


to answer 100 questions. Thirteen of 
these relate to money and the various 
kinds of credits. Then 29 lines are 
reserved for him to give an Itemized 
list of his debts. He is required to 
list his male and female dogs separate- 
ly, and then required to answer three 
interrogatories. The first is as to trust 
positions, 
executor, 
administrator, 


trustee, etc. 


The second is whether he has con- 


verted any of his property to avoid 
taxation. 


The third is, if you did so, give full 


particulars. The second and third In- 
terrogatories are always answered 
"no." There never was a yes to the 
second and third questions, or either 
of them. 


The lister is required to swear that 


he has honestly returned his property 
and not tried to evade the return of 
the same. In Ohio, in verifying the 
tax list, the taxbearer Is required to 
swear that he has not resorted to any 
shifts or devices to avoid taxation. 


Farmer Perkins—What are the legal 


theories of these tax lists? 


Lawyer Thorndike—They are that 


each citizen is to be bis own tax as- 
sessor, but that he cannot be trusted 
for that purpose. That when he has 
mad,* his return, the state will /juspect 
ate of dishonesty ana roguery, and 


will require him to purge hlmsaW of 
suspicion of dishonesty in mating 
false and fraudulent returns. 


Farmer Perkins—Is it proper and 


right that the state should charge each 
taxbearer with fraud and dishonesty 
in making his returns before or at the 
time they are made, and require him 
to purge himself of suspected crimes? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Certainly it is 


not. All such charges and oaths are 
a discredit and a disgrace to any state. 
They are a violation of the respect 
the state owes 1U citizens and ot the 
citizens' self-respect 


The state should never charge dis- 


honesty or fraud in advance of its be- 
ing committed. 


A system which requires such pro- 


cedure should be abolished. 


Farmer Perkins—Suppose the state 


should compel the disclosures asked 
for in the tax list, what would be the 
results? 


Lawyer Thorndike—One-half the tax; 


bearers would be driven into bank- 
ruptcy, or insolvency, at once. A re- 
lation of the facts required by the tax 
lists would create the mightiest panic 
ever produced, and one which would 
force one-half the community into li- 
quidation. 
The enforcement of the 


law would be ruinous to the prosperity 
of the state. 


No citizen will disclose his private 


affairs and financial condition, if he 
can help it 


If he is wealthty and once confesses 


his real wealth, the state will hound 
him to return as large a sum as he 
shows the first year, each year, as 
long as he lives. He will be required 
to give up 40 to 60 per cent of his in- 
come in taxes. This no man in his 
senses will do. 


If, on the other hand, the taxbearer 


is involved, or insolvent, he will not 
disclose the matter to the taxing offi- 
cers and thus precipitate and compel 
his own insolvency. So that both the 
rich and the involved classes are in- 
terested in avoiding making tax re- 
turns, as required by law, and will 
not do so. 


The theory that the members of the 


constitutional convention of 1851 had 
sufficient wisdom to make an organic 
law suitable to govern th« people of 
the state, without change, for fifty- 
three years, is necessarily false. 


No one generation of men is wiser 


than another. The theories and be- 
lief of one -'generation are discarded* 
by another, 
and each 
generation 


should govern itself. 


The State says to the taxpayer, we 


will trust you to be your own asses- 
sor, but the moment you have com- 
pleted the list, we will assume ydti 
have made a dishonest return and re- 
quire you to prove by your own oath 
that you have not been dishonest 
Such laws are not only dishonorable 
to the State, but they are silly. The 
sanction of an oath will not, in most 
cases, secure an exact 
return. 
The 


taxbearer knows that he can put his 
own value in his property and effects 
and he will do so, although all the 
neighbors might value them higher. 


A system which will enable the tax- 


bearer to return his personal effects 
at 10 to 25 per centum of their actual 
value has its advantages and will not 
be easily changed. 


Farmer Perkins—You have found 


fault with our present system of tax- 
ation, but what would you substitute 
in Its place? 


Lawyer Thorndike—I would leave 


the legislature free to control the sub- 
ject from year to year, according to 
Its best judgment; and according to 
present public sentiment. 


I would let it try plan after plan, 


until it had reached that which would 
bear least heavily upon the people. 


All taxes are burdensome. The only 


question Is what 
form 
or 
method 


would be the least burdensome. 


I would not have the state attempt 


to do something it can not do. I would 
not attempt to tax moneys, credits, or 
intangible property. I would have no 
inquisitorial features In the tax sys- 
tem. I would not compel any citizen 
to disclose his Intangible property, or 
his debts. 


On subjects as to which the state 


wishes statistics, I 
might 
have a 


slight registry tax, but upon all ob- 
jects of tangible personal property I 
would place a slight tax, not based on 
value, but rather on use. I would try 
this plan a while, and if It did not 
work well, would abandon It. 
The 


state should have exclusive subjects 
of taxation and the counties should be 
permitted to raise the taxes as they 
deem proper. I would have no state 
or county boards of equalization or re- 
view, such as are now in existence. 


The usual requirements of those 


boards, that if they reduce one man'* 
assessment, they must raise another, 
Is a relic of barbarism. 
There is no 


reason or philosophy In such provi- 
sion. 


Blue blood still exists. 
So says 


Harrison Smalley, instructor in tho 
department of economics at the uni- 
versity of Michigan. 


"Tho capitalist is the laborer's phy- 


sical superior," he says, "The labor- 
er is at a disadvantage in this world 
because, among other things, of his 
physical inferiority. By this I mean 
a particular kind of physical inferior- 
ity; not that the capitalist is strong- 
er in sinews, muslec or lungs. 


"But comparing men purely as ani- 


mal matter, the laborer is an inferior 
animal. A hundred years ago it was 
believed that all men were created 
equal; that theory was all in the air. 
Thus we have come habitually to un- 
derestimate the fact—fact. 
I 
say 


bat some men, as some animals, are 
nferior to others. 


"This difference exists in all ani- 


mals. We see it in the breeding of 
horses and hogs , especially 
whero 


men value tho animal according to 
the blood or stock from which 
it 
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Is There Soch a Thing as 


BLUE BLOOD? 
? 


springs. 
Some horses are worth $5, 


where others are good for hundreds, 
and only blood and birth makes the 
difference. 


"This same thing is true of men, 


just as President Jordan, of Leland 
Stanford, said when he laid emphasis 
on the importance of breed in ani- 
mals. The laborer has not the warm, 
rlcn, blue blood which denotes phy- 
sical superiority thinned out, stands, 
of course, for inferiority, both men- 
tally, physically and morally. 


"Some men are cart horses, worth 


$5, and other men belong naturally 
to the higher order of beings. This 
is what I mean, then, by saying that 
the capitalist is physically superior 
to the laborer. It is well for us to 
occasionally remind ourselves of this 
fact 


"Of course, this being so, the moral 


sense of the community could never 
permit full freedom to the doctrine 
of survival of the fittest, which is a 
principal of competition."
